Dawson of Iowa Would Make Change 
in Management.

Dotn as a weapon and an industry, was 
introduced in the house recently 
by Mr. Dawson of Iowa, member 
of the house committee on naval affairs. 
The bill, which is said to be in a meas¬ 
ure the result of last summer's investi¬ 
gation of navy methods by seven 
bers of the committee, divides 
navy into two grand sections and places 
its contral partially in the hands of 
civilians. It was referred to the com¬ 
mittee on naval affairs. The bill divides 
the navy into a division of personnel 
and a division of material, the former 
to be administered under the secretary 
of the navy by a first assistant secretary 
who shall be a naval officer not below 
the rank of captain; the latter by a 
second assistant secretary, who 
shall be a civilian. The division of 
the personnel would include all matters 
relating to the officers and men of the 
navy and of the use of the navy as a 
weapon, and this division is to be sub¬ 
divided into a bureau of navigation, a 
bureau of medicine and surgery, and 
the officers of the judge advocate general 
of the navy. The chief of the bureau 
of navigation is to be appointed from 
the line officers, and each navy yard 
and naval station is to be in charge of a 
civilian. The division of material 
would include a bureau of ship con¬ 
struction, a bureau of ordinance and a 
bureau of supplies and accounts.

The Attitude of Japan. 

At bottom the Japanese attitude is 
affirmed to be that Japanese shall be 
treated as all other civilized peoples are; 
that they shall have the right to come 
here and to Canada, and be naturalized 
and become citizens of the respective 
countries; that, in short, so far as any 
political regulations are concerned, 
there shall be no oriental question, but 
that Japanese shall be treated here in 
all ways as Europeans are. And un¬ 
doubtedly that is the real question. It 
concerns England as much as it does 
this country, and there is opportunity 
for a deal of fine diplomatic work in 
settling it. The illustration at Leth¬ 
bridge the other day showed what the 
people of Canada feel on the question, 
as the riots at Vancouver showed. For¬ 
tunately we have Elihu B. Root in the 
state department. But the question to 
be faced is one of vast importance. 
China settled it by acquiescing in our 
demands. But China was incapable of 
effective resistance, but they are now in 
a position different from that of any 
oriental people. It is said that the 
Japanese foreign office has addressed to 
this country a memorandum on the sub¬ 
ject of immigration which may possibly 
contain suggestions of a moderation, 
but the whole tenor of the advices is 
one of peace and good will, the out¬ 
giving being that 1908 will be brighter 
for both countries. It should be and 
easily can be so. "Unsettled questions 
have no mercy for the peace of nations." 
The United States and Japan, always 
friends, should never be anything else. 
The world is big enough for both.—In¬ 
dianapolis News.

These men, important in the develop¬ 
ment of English literature, were the 
product of this century—Langland, the 
last voice of the Anglo Saxon people, 
and the prophet of social reform, and 
Chaucer and Wycliffe, the “fathers of 
English literature.” 

“Piers Plowman” was the popular 
poem of the century, and so the war 
cry of the Peasant’s Revolt.

crystalize the English language. I
